Mr. Sumner Welles, Assistant Secretary of State, said: 


‘‘ At any moment war may 
paranoiac Hitler or by Japan. 


President Roosevelt said: '' Among 
the great days of national remembrance 
none is more deeply moving to 
Americans of our generation than the 
11th of November—the anniversary of 
the armistice of 1918—a day sacred to 
the memory of those who gave their 
lives in the war which that day ended. 
Our observance of this anniversary has 
a particular significance in the year 
1941; for we are able to-day, as we 
were not always able in the past, to 
measure our indebtedness to those who 
A few years ago—even a few 
months—we questioned, some of us, the 
sacrifice they had made. 

The danger which threatened this 
country in 1917 was real; and the 
sacrifice of those who died averted that 
danger. Because the danger was over- 
come people were unable to remember 
that the danger had been present. 
Because the United States armies were 
\ictorious people demanded why they 
had fought. Because freedom was 
secure people took the security for 
granted, and asked why those who 
died to save it should have died at all. 


PRICE OF LIBERTY 


“If our armies of 1917 and 1918 had 
lost there would not have been a man 
or woman in America who would have 
wondered why the war was fought. 
The reasons would have faced us evervy- 
where. We would have known why 
liberty is worth defending as those 
alone whose liberty is lost can know it. 
We would have known why tyranny is 
worth defeating as only those whom 
tvrants rule can know. But because 
the war had been won we forgot, some 
of us, that the war might have been 
lost. Whatever we know or thought 
we knew a few years or months ago, 
we know now that fhe danger of 
neutrality and tyranny and slavery to 
freedom-loving peoples can be real and 
terrible. We know why those men 
fought to keep our freedom—and the 
people’s “liberties are wars worth 
fighting and worth winning at any 
price. ' What did it get you?’ The men 
af Fr H ! an. -tbe-- ewa 
victims of searches and seizures without 
law, hostages for the safety of their 
masters’ lives, robbed of their harvests, 
murdered in their prisons—the men of 
France would know the answer to that 
question.

worth. The Czechs, too, know the 
‘answer. The Poles, the Danes, the 
Dutch, the Serbs, the Belgians, the 


Norwegians and the Greeks. We know 
it now. We know that it was in 
literal truth to make the world safe 
for democracy that we toox up arms 
in 1917. It was in simple truth and in 
literal facts to make the world habit- 
able for decent self-respecting men 
that those whom we know and 
remember gave their lives. 

“They Bia not die to make the 
world safe for decency and self-respect 
for five years or ten or, maybe, twenty. 
They died to make it safe, and, if by 
some fault of ours who lived beyond 


the war, its safety has again been 


threatened, then the obligation and the 
duty are ours. It is our charge now, 
as it was America’s charge after the 
Civil War, to see to it ‘that those 
dead shall not have died in vain.’ ” 


WAR ANY MOMENT 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—At any 
moment war may be forced upon us by 
that criminal paranoiac, Hitler, or by 
Japan, said Mr. Sumner Welles at a 
Memorial Service at the tomb of 
Woodrow Wilson to-dav. He urged 
‘America not to stand aloof once more 
from ‘* all effective and practical form 
of international] concert, where, in our 
participation could ensure the main- 
tenance of a peaceful world in which 
to live safely.”’ 

Stating that the United States 1s 
pledged to “spare no effort and no 
sacrifice in bringing to pass the final 
defeat of Hitlerism and all that that 
evil term implies,” Mr. Welles asked: 
“Can we afford again to refrain from 
lifting a finger until gigantic forces of 
destruction threaten all modern civilisa- 
tion, and the raucous voice of a 
criminal paranoiac, speaking as spokes- 
man for these forces from the cellar of 
a Munich beer hall, proclaims as his 
set purpose the destruction of our own 
security and the annihilation of 
religious liberty, political liberty and 
economic liberty throughout the world ? 


FAR EAST 


‘In the Far East the same forces of 
conquest, under a different use, are 
menacing the safety of all nations that 
border the Pacific Ocean. We have no 
doubt of the ultimate victory of the 
forces of liberty and human decency, 
but we cannot know, we ‘cannot yet 
foresee, how long and how hard the road 
may be.’’— (Reuter. ) 


COLONEL KNOX 


NEW YORK, Tuesday.—Colonel 
Knox, U.S. Secretary of the Navy, 
said, at Providence, Rhode Island, to- 
night that the United States could no 
longer ignore Japanese actions which 
violated American rights and added:

STATEMENT BY MR. 
J. F. GORDON 


SUGGESTIONS that unskilled 

workers are being brought 
from Éire into Northern Ireland 
were denied by Mr. John F.. 
Gordon, Minister of Labour, in 
the Northern Ireland House of 


Commons yesterday. 


Answering a question by Professor 
Corkey, who referred to reports to that 
effect in the Press. Mr. Gordon said 
that, as a result of the shortage of 
certain skilled men, important national 
work was being retarded, and with the 
concurrence of the building industry 
his Ministry brought temporarily from 
Eire a number of craftsmen, such as 
bricklayers and joiners. The Ministry 


had not at any time recruited un- 


skilled workers from Eire, and he 
added that the working conditions of 
the skilled men were those of the 
districts in which they were employed, 
and their allowances were not more 
favourable than those of Northern 
Ireland men employed there, or in 
Great Britain. An unmarried man 
did not receive a lodging allowance in 
Northern Ireland or Britain, unless he 
was the support of his home. 

After a series of questions, in which 
it. was suggested that the men from 
Eire were replacing Northern Ireland 
men sent to Britain, Mr. Campbell. 
K.C. (Nationalist), said :—‘‘Is it not 
a fact that these men from Eire are 
giving every satisfaction in their 
work and earning every penny of their 
wages ’”’ 

Mr. Gordon—l am not a judge of 
the man on the job, but up to the 
moment I have had no complaints of 
any of the men brought in to perform 
work of national importance. 

Mr.. Campbell—Does the Minister 
approve, in this time of w of _draw- 
ing a line between Irishmen, whether 
they belong to North or South? 

Mr. Gordon—No; I do not. 

When the matter was raised on the 
adjournment, Mr. Gordon said that 
some contractors might have brought 
in labourers, but he could not prevent 
that. 


SIX MORE SHIPS 
SUNK 


CONVOY LOSSES IN 
MEDITERRANEAN 


A British Admiralty 
last night stated :— 

“ Further successful action by H.M. 
submarines under his command have 
been reported by the Commander-in- 
Chief Mediterranean. 

‘* Four enemy troopships, or supply 
ships, and two sailing véssels, have 
been sunk, while two armed merchant 
cruisers and two supply ships. have been 
seriously damaged. 

“Three of the four ships destroyed 
were sunk by torpedo. One was of 
large and two of medium tonnage. 
The fourth, also of medium tonnage, 
was sunk by gunfire. 

““ One of the two sailing vessels sunk 
was fiying the Nazi flag. 

“The Italian armed merchant 
cruisers were escorting convoys when 
they were attacked. One was a vessel 
of about 8,000 tons, and the other was 
of the Citta di Palermo Class of over 
5.000 tons. One of the damaged enemy 
supply ships was of medium size. This 
vessel was attacked by gunfire and left 
in flaines. The other, a tanker, was hit 
by torpedo.

SUBMARINE FOLLOWS 
UP SUNDAY’S ATTACK 


The British Admiralty yesterday. 
announced that three Italian destroyers 
were sunk, and two seriously damaged, 
in the attack on an Axis conyoy in the 
Mediterranean last Sunday. 

The communique continues :— 

“ Further reports have established 
that two destrovers were sunk and one 
damaged by the force commanded by 
Captain W. G. Agnew, R.N., during 
the night action which ended with the 
total destruction of the Italian convoy. 

‘Later the remnant of the Itahan 
naval escort was intercepted and suc- 
cessfully attacked by one of H.M. 
submarines.

CHURCHILL SPEECH REACTIONS

The Nichi Nichi Shimbun declares 
that “ Churchill’s outrageous remarks,’’ 
are aimed at involving America in war 
with Japan to protect British interests 
in the Far East. Belittling British 
naval strength. the newspaper adds 
that Mr. Churchill and General Chiang 
Kai-shek have become the “' faithful 
dogs of the United States.” 

The Yompuri Shimbun declares the 
Japanese people were burning with 
has over Mr. Churchill’s declaration, 
and said: ‘* Britain is dancing to the 
tune of the United States, and digging 
her own grave.”

Senator Connally predicted a ‘‘ settle- 
ment or a crisis’’ in the Pacific after 
Mr. Knrusu’s arrival.—(Reuter.) 


“FAR EAST WAR 
INEVITABLE” 


“War in the Far East seems in- 
evitable, and Thailand may become the 
battleground in the event of a clash 
between Britain, the United States and 
Japan,” says the Bangkok newspaper, 
Snikung. The country’s strategic 
importance and abundance of natural 
wealth may easily convert it into a 
theatre of war. 

Prominently displayed in the 
Japanese Consulate at Bangkok is a 
cireular to Japanese nationals urging 
them to “ behave.’’ The circular states 
that deportation or the forfeiture of 
certain privileges may result if the 
warning is not heeded. 

According to Batavia Radio 1,600

SINGAPORE READY 


International quarters in Singapore 
yesterday believed that Mr. Churchill’s 
»ylunt declaration that America’s war 
would be Britain’s should Japan pro- 
voke a conflict in the Pacific, would 
have a powerfully deterring effect upon 
the Tokyo warlords. Should Japan 
disregard what many considered.to be 
an unqualified last warning, however, 
authoritative sources were, confident 
that the British Empire’s Pacific de- 
fence network, centred on Singapore. 
would be well able, not only to stand 
the strain of safegaarding Britain’s 
vast interests, but also to take a full 
share—military and political—as an 
ally in war in the Pacific. 

Naval quarters were convinced that 
years of patient preparation and the 
expenditure of tens of millions of 
Fe; as well as the application of 
essons learned in two years of war in 
Europe, had 
fulfil the róle which; would be hers, 
should an eastward spread of the con- 
flict bring the battle fleet Mr, Churchill 
promised in such an eventuality. Ten 
thousand trained personnel,  well- 
equipped workshops,. drydocks, and 
underground dépots, would enable the 
Singapore naval base to serve as a 
giant repair and supply station for the

British Fleet, and also for any Allied 
warships. 

Protecting the Singapore naval base 
and the great tin and rubber producing 
Malaya peninsula from invasion is an 
Imperial Army and Air Force, which 
competent non-British observers believe 
to be so strong and well-organised that 
it would require a Japanese force of 
nearly half a million men and more 
than .1,000 ‘planes, operating prac- 
tically simultaneously, to give 
Japanese any hope of gaining a foot- 
hold in Malaya.—(Associated Press.) 


WHAT CHINA THINKS 


Excitement runs high in Chinese 
quarters following Mr. Churchill’s 
declaration. The Chinese particularly 
welcome this statement at a time when 
the Japanese are concentrating in 
French Indo-China, preparatory, it is 
believed, to a drive to cut the Burma 
road, says a Reuter Chungking 
message. 

Mr. Churchill did not say that posi- 
tive Anglo-American action would 
follow if Japan threatened the Burma 
road, but Chinese circles. interpret his 
speech as clearly indicating that— 

1—Britain’s interest in the Far East 
and her determination to defend her 
rights and interests there are not over- 
shadowed by European developments. 

2—Britain’s Navy. Air Force and 
Army in the Far East are ready to 
meet any eventuality, and are thereby 
in a position to adopt a stronger policv 
vis-a-vis Japan, which London might 
have hesitated to do a year ago. 

3—Britain and the United States are 
not only planning joint action in the 
Far East, but are both prepared to act 
at a moment s notice. 

4—Britain’s full support of China 
and anxiety for an early restoration of 
peace and order there were clearly and 
forcefully enunciated in the Premier's 
speech. 


CORONERS ACT 


AN AMENDING BILL 
POSSIBLE 


The Government has under considera- 
tion the introduction of a measure to 
amend the Coroners Act. The last 
amending bill was introduced in 1927, 
and it was betieved then that most of 
the difficulties for Coroners had been 
removed. In fact, the Act has been 
found most satisfactory, and no radical 
changes are anticipated. 

There are. however, a number of 
minor anomalies that might be removed, 
with satisfaction to the Coroners. One 


ee 
i thing is the payment of expenses in 


connection with inquests. The amount 
that may be allowed for witnesses :s 
fixed at 2s, For housing a dead body 
the Coroner can allow only 3s. 6d., and 
if he should hold an inquest on the 
body in the same house, may not add 
more than another 3s. 6d . 

If a dead body is discovered in some 
outlying spot, the Coroner will order 
its removal to the nearest public-house 
(which may be miles away), and for 
this service the remover will receive the 
statutory fee of 5s. This scale of fees 
is regarded as anything but satisfactory 
by. all concerned. 

In the current issue of ‘‘ The Journal 
of the Medical Association of Eire,’ 
the suggestion is made that it should 
be within the Coroner’s power to call 
two medical men to participate in a 
post-mortem examination when he 
thinks such procedure necessary or 
advisable. At present this can only be 
done by order of the jury. In many 
cases, it is held, such help is necessary 
if an efficient examination is to be 
carried out.

DR. BRENNAN’S VIEWS 


Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for 


County Dublin, told an /rish Times 


reporter. yesterday that, though he 
personally was quite satisfied with‘ the 
Act as it stood. there were one or two 
matters that he would like to see 
adjusted. There ought to be a morgue 
in every area, for one thing, said Dr.

The holding houses will not 
receive ‘‘discounted’’ bonds save where 
the rentier cartel has adequate margi- 
nal operation to offset any drain of 
“dead money ” caused by the prema- 
ture amortisation of trustee-held de- 
bentures. That is the whole thing in a 
nutshell. 

Desperate and bitter efforts are being 
made to dish this revolutionary inno- 
vation. The vested interests are pale 
with fear. The Banks’ Standing Com- 
mittee (from whom all authority is de- 
rived) has had to sit down. The 
Currency Commission has offered me a 
seat on the board (“two if you can use 
them, old man’’) provided I have “a 
bit- of sense.” Sense I will have if 
need he, but the cheque will require to 
be pretty fat. 

According to Labour spokesmen, the 
national credit is at present in the 
hands of private profit-taking banks, 
who manipulate it to their own advant- 
age. Where will we be when it is in 
the hands of my own bank only’? 
What will happen to undiscounted 
‘“‘suspense’’ issues, which were hitherto 
converted into call-money by the hold- 
ing houses’ |

TWO MEN BEFORE 
SPECIAL COURT 


There was a sequel to the disa rance 
on September 26, 1940, of Michael Devereux. 
27 years old petrol salesman, of Maudlins- 
town, Wexford, whose ey was found on 
the mountainside near Slievenamon, Co. 

pperary, last September, when two men 
appeared before the Specia] Criminal Court 
at Collins’s Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, in 
connection with the matter. e men were 
George Piant. a native of Tipperary, South 
Riding, and Joseph O'Connor, of Co. Kerry. 

Plant was charged with having ‘murdered 
Devereux in the County Tipperary on or 
about September 28, 1940, and (O'Connor 
with counselling, procuring or commanding 
Plant to commit the murder. 

Mr. G. D. Murnaghan (instructed by Mr. 
J. A. ary. Chief State Solicitor’s Office), 
who prosecuted, ed that the date of the 
trial be fixed for December 2. He said that 
there were serious charges, and that the 
Court had power to assign connsel for the 
defence if the defendants made application. 

When asked if they had any objection 
to the date of their trial or if they wished 
counsel assigned for their defence neither 
of the accused men replied. 

Fixing the trial for December 2nd, the 
President of the Court announc that 
évery facility would be given to the men to 
prepare their defence if they made an 
application to the Court, 


MATACIOUS DAMAGE “ 
CHARGE 


Patrick Falvey, a voung man with an 
address at Crotta, Lixnaw, Co. Kerry, was 
charged with maliciously damaging a 
threshing machine on October 3 and 4 last. 
causing damage to the extent of 221 2/4. 

Fvidence was given as to the finding of 
iron bolta and spikes in the machine and 
in sheaves of corn on the lands of Denis 
O'Connell and James Lawlor, of Crotta. 
James Lawlor had got portion of the land 
at Crotta under a Land Commission divi- 
sion, and said that he knew that the 
Falveys “had been looking for some of this 
land,” but had not got any. 

A Garda Sergeant said that on October 
15, at William Street Garda Station, 
Limerick, Falvey made a signed statement 
admitting putting the bolts into the corn on 
O’Connell’s farm, because he (O'Connell) 
had loaned his horse to Mre. Twomey, one 
of those who got land at Crotta when it 
was divided. alvey -#aid that prior to the 
division. his father had had portion of it 
for grazing pur A statement made 
by Falvey admitting putting spikes into 
Lawlor’s corn wae also read. 

This concluded the case for the prosecu- 
tiop, and further hearing was adjourned 
until November 28.

incriminating documents. A Guard stated 
that he found three copies of a special 
communiqué in the pocket of an overcoat 
in a room occupied by the accused.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMRS. 
Sin,—I am a Protestant serving in 


‘the Irish Army, and would like heastil 


to endorse the views expressed by your 
correspondent,. ‘‘Inisfail,”’ in his re- 
cent letter. 

For many years now, as a citizen of 
a sovereign State, I have felt that I 
could not agree with the political at- 
titude taken up by our Church, which 
makes itself at present -apparent in 
such forms as prayers for the Allied 
Powers, their leaders and their armed 
forces, singing of the British National 
Anthem. and, indeed, often in sermons 
from the’pulpit, which are so biassed 
as to resemble speeches by the more 
fiery politicians. If we pray for 
Britain, why not for Germany? This 
is a neutral country, and both bel- 
ligerents mean equally little to me. I 
have sounded many of my friends and 
acquaintances on these matters, and 
have found that the great MWhiactt 
feel as I. do—that a different political 
outlook “was estranging them from their 
Church and causing them to lose the 
higher benefits of its services. 

Doris the past year Í have been 
stationed at various points in County 
Dublin, and consequently have at- 
tended several different parish churches 
for Divine Service. ith one excep- 
tion I have never heard prayers offered 
for the Irish forces, although soldiers, 
sailors and airmen of other nations 
were*always remembered. I do not 
think that this attitude is quite fair 
to those who have considered that the 
truest patriotism lies in serving their 
own country.—Yours, etc.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sm,— May congratulate you on 
your leader on this subject? I have 
followed the resulting correspondence 
in your columns with much interest. 
The chief impression left on me is of 
the feebleness displayed by the clerical 
protagonists in meeting the gravamen 
of the case made out by the Jaymen. 

As 1 see it, the reverends have 
indulged mostly in shadow boxing and 
eide-stepping. For example, the Rev.

Is is not the way of critics to 
disagree, and, in this instance, surely 
the reason is that where there is so 
much to criticise we have necessarily 
a great variation of views? Your 
correspondents write from widely 
separated parts of the country, and 
each presumably speaks from his 
experience in his own particular die- 
trict. The plain conclusion seems to 
be that there is deep discontent in the 
country as a whole, and that it is not 
confined to either the younger clergy, 
on the one hand, or the elders on the 
other. 

Canon Chamberiain’s letter suggests 
that he is not cognisant of the facts 
of hfe in country parishes, while his 
remarks at; the meeting of T.C.D. 
: ical Society, as reported in 
ycur columns, are rather disingenuous. 
It had not been stated of course, as 
he avers, that all men over sixty are 
incompetent, and one is surprised—or 
is one?—at the canon’s resorting to 
this method of meeting the point. He 
does not appear, however, to deny 
that there are many clergy in the 
country who, because of years or in- 
difference, are quite out of touch with 
the spirit and. needs of the people— 
those who are mostly puzzled and

so many of these young clerics 
motoring daily through our countryside 
on their parochial, or more often, ore 
suspects, on their social, rounds, it 
only seems reasonable to . wonder 
whether in fact they are not in danger 
of losing the use of their legs. ar, 
suffering, anxiety, fuel, food and even 
petrol shortages, and all the other 
miseries of these days seem very 
remote from them as they swish past 
the humble layman afoot or riding & 
resurrected crock. One almost ex- 
claims with Ophelia : 
““ Do not as some ungracigus pastors do

Complacency, as in other quarters, is

SUGGESTED 
STATE PURCHASE 


Mr. Henderson Stewart (Liberal- 
National), in the House of Commons 

esterday, asked the Secretary for 
cotland if he has given further con-

Mr. T. Johnston—Whatever may be 
the merits of a permanent te 
purchase organisation for the acquisi- 
tion and distribution ef live-stock im- 
ports, the creation of such an organisa- 
tion to meet a purely temporary situa- 
tion would not, in my opinion, be 
justified, even if there were time to 
carry through the necessary negotia- 
tions. I may add thet prices of two- 
> als cattle have fallen by about 
0 per cent. in Scottish markets since 
the decision to permit the resumption 
of Irish store importa was announced 
on the 14th October. 

Mr. W. Dobbie (Labour). asked the 
Minister of Agriculture what steps the 
Government fad taken to the 
embargo on Irish store cattle coming 
into Great Britain ; and if he was aware 
that many mafkets in the country had 
been badly handicapped through the 
embargo. . 

Mr. R. 8. Hudson—I am aware that 
the embargo, which it has been neces- 
sary on disease grounds to maimtain 
for some months past on the entry 
of Irish cattle into this country, has 
inevitably created difficulties. I am 
glad to say, however, that in view of 
the improvement in the disease situa- 
tion in Eire imports of store cattle 
were resumed from October 27, subject 
to certain sefeguards against the 
possibility of introducing infection. In 
the interests of meat supply only the 
more forward animals are being 
admitted for the present, and a sub- 
stantial proportion of the available 
shipping space will be needed for 
bringing in fat cattle for immediate

The Far Eastern crisis has taken a sur-.

Japanese, but the procedure was reversed 
on Monday afternoon when Mr. Winston 
Churchill told them flatly that, if war 
should break out between Japan avd the 
United States, Great Britain would declare 
war against Japan within the hour, 
Statesmen of Mr. Churchill’s eminence do 
not say things of this kind without good 
reason, and one must draw the inference” 
that the trouble in the Pacific has been 
far more serious than most people 
imagined.

It would be easy to read too much 
into Mr. Churchill’s speech, but both its 
manner and its matter suggest that; if 
Japan takes any of these courses, the 
United States and Great Britain will 
against her. He talks openly 
of the Chinese people’s ‘‘noble resistance 
to invasion and exploitation, 
that a Japanese victory over them would 
be a “disaster of the first magnitude to

A week or two ago it looked as if an 
attack upon Siberia was the Japanese 
objective, but fresh news since then has 
prompted a different view of the situation. 
It has been reported that the bulk of 
Japan’s available forces are being coneen- 
trated in French Indo-China, conveniently 
Precisely what 
use she proposes—or proposed—to make 
of them remains unknown. 
Chiang Kai-shek is evidently of the 
opinion that she hopes to deliver a orush- 
ing assault upon the Burma Road, which 
for a long time past has been his chief 
channel of supply; but there is always 
the danger that, having 
Thailand, she may turn her attentions to 
Burma and Malaya, with Singapore as the 
final objective. In either event, 
United- States and Britain would find 
themselves in grave danger. 
Singapore, of course, would mean the end 
of British power in Far Eastern waters 
and Australia’s exposure to early conquest, 
while the United States would stand a 
poor chance of retaining any of her pos- 
sessions in the Pacific. A Japanese victory | 
over Marshal Chiang Kai-shek would have 
almost as grave, though longer delayed, 
consequences; for it would mean the 
release for action of formidable Japanese 
armies. The threat of 
advance has been sufficient to retain 
subetantial British forces 
Pacific—forees which, in other circum- 
stances, could be used with profit in 
Europe or Northern Africa—but an actual 
embroilment of Japan with Britain and 
America would have far-reaching effects 
upon the greater war. It would compel 
the Americans, for one thing, to send 
westwards many of the supplies that they 
send to Great Britain nowadays; it might 
require the transfer to Chinese waters of | 
some of the ships of war that now assist 
the Royal Navy in the Atlantic, and it 
would constrain Britain to divide 
forees and fight in another ‘‘ theatre,’ 
without any similar dispersal of Germany's 
energies. Doubtless, Japan would have 
moved before now if the “ Axis’’ Powers 
had been in a position to afford her any 
practical help, but they cannot reach the 
Pacific, and there are few signs of a major 
diversion—such ag an invasion of England 
—which would draw the Anglo-American 
fire. Japan may feel herself 
enough to try conclusions, but she faces a

Fires in Dublin 


The report of the Dublin Fire Brigade 
for the administrative year ending on 
March 3ist last has been published, and 
seems to be highly satisfactory. During 
the year the Fire Brigade extinguished 
411 fires in all. The actual damage to 
insured premises 
amounted to £92,707, but it has been 
estimated that the total value of the 
property directly at risk amounted to 
something like £1,451,340-—so that, even 
at the high running cost of £45,000 a 
year,- the Dublin Fire Service is a sound 
investment for the citizens of Dublin. 
This figure of £45,000 also includes £3,600, 
allowed for the cost of maintaining the 
accidental ambulance service, which in the 
past year effected 3,806 removals, the 
greatest number ever dealt with in one 
Only two lives were lost at fires 
which the Dublin Fire Brigade attended, 
and only four people died later from 
injuries received during the fires. Of the 
411 fires extinguished in the year, only 
ten could be calied serious; that is to say, 
in only ten cases did the estimated damage 
amount to the figure £1,000. Defective 
flues and hearths accounted for the greater 
number of the outbreaks, due, according 
to the opinion of authorities on the matter, 
“mainly to the great number of old 
buildings in the city.” 
the Fire Brigade answered 
alarms, and of these 92 were maliciously 
put into operation. This is a point which, 
we feel, ought to be stressed. 
such as the present, when it is essential 
that every available drop of fuel should 
be conserved, and the Fire Brigade should 
be kept, as far as possible, in the station 
ready for any emergency, it is outrageous 
that practical jokers should be allowed: to 
put a false alarm into operation and eall 
out the fire engine. Admittedly, it is not 
always easy to find the culprit in such a 
case; but the punishment for infringement 
of the law in this respect should be made 
severe enough to discourage any would-be 
practical jokers.

REMEMBRANCE

ae all the special poignance ‘of this Com- 


memoration of lost Peace, there was a 

spiritual symbolism to be felt in the 
air of the beautiful Memorial Garden, in 
which we remembered our 50,000 Irish dead 
of twenty-two years ago. They were young 
who 

‘*,. . « laid the world away, 

Poured out the rich, sweet wine of youth, 

And those who would have been their sons, 

They gave, their immortality.” 

Those who belong to this company, which 
is wider than national barriers, embracing 
in the end all ex-soldiers of all nations, allies 
and one-time foes alike— 

“I am the enemy you slew, my friend. . .” 
wrote Wilfred Owen, the loveliest of all the 
war poets who spilt out their song with their 
blood—keep the immortal youth that they 
once:symbolised for the world. 

That was a war fought by the young, the 
filled casualty lists naming 18 year old, 19-20. 
And their companions who survive are the 
boys ” still to an old Commanding Officer, 
although, watching the procession go by, 
one sees that now the majority are grey- 
haired. Bot the eternal eh. given to 
them for such a price, is there, in their un- 
faltering marching behind the Old Comrades 
banners of beloved regiments, in the com- 
radeship, the talk that is different for this 
one day, when we have all stepped back 
across dividing barriers, speaking a language 
that we know to those who answer in it. 

Through the notes of the Funeral March, 
while we waited for 11 o'clock, came the 
sound of falling water—the only sound that 
reached us, since all ontside this Garden lay 
beyond a distance made by four years’ ex- 

rience that ended twenty-two years ago. 

thought at first that it was the rain fall- 
ing, which had lifted in kindness for the 
ceremony to which many came without pro- 
tection. But when I turned my face to the 
sky no rain fell on it, The falling water

Threat to Caucasus 


If the Germans capture the whole of the 
Crimea, there will be only 4 two-mile 
stretch of water between them and the 
Caucasian mainland. High British Staff 
officers under General Wayvell’s Indian 
command have been attached for many 
weeks to the Red Army headquarters at 
Tiflis, and worked out detailed plans for 
the disposition of Britain’s reputed million 
and a quarter troops. in the Near Fast. 
The main British preoccupation for some 
time has been, of course, the rapid and 
large-scale movements of troops and 
supplies from Iraq and India, through 
Iran, to the Caucasian «rea, which, if 
conquered, would present Herr Hitler with 
both Russian oil and a starting-point for 
an attack on the Middle East. For the 
British, the strategic problem includes the 
Libyan, as well as the Caucasian, front, 
and there are persistent, but unconfirmed, 
reports that the offensive in the desert 
may only be a week or two away. 


In Gay Cairo 


British officers return from bitter fight- 
ing in the desert to the city of Cairo, 
headquarters of General Auchinleck’s 
Middle East command, with Jerusalem 
and Beirut as auxiliaries. General Wavell, 
since he transferred the command to 
General Auchinleck four months ago, has 
been firmly established at Simla, with 
Teheran and Hamaden as auxiliaries. - In 
Cairo, General Auchinleck has under his 
care colourful battalions of Guards, Indian 
cavalry, Sikh motorised infantry, South 
African riflemen. Australian infantry and 
gunners, Canadians; New Zealanders, 
French, Czechs, Poles, Yugoslavs, black 
drivers and batmen from the jungle, and 
United States’ experts and observers.

Rules for the protection of President 
Roosevelt have been tightened up, and it 
is now the regular thing that before he 
visits anywhere all employés, regular or 
extra, are thoroughly investigated and 
their fingerprints taken. Even t e Willard 
Hotel, where the British Supply Council 
is housed, has been through this process. 
The man charged with the President’s 
safety is Colonel Edmund Starling, chief 
of the White House Secret Service, the 
worst feature of whose job is the Presi- 
dent’s urge for informality. Roosevelt 
hates to feel guarded, and claims that his 
nersonal bodyguard, Tommy Qualters, who 
is an Irish-American, is sufficient. Tommy 
is 28 and goes wherever the President 
goes. Early in the morning they are often 
seen on their way to the White House 
executive office, and the President often 
jokes as they walk along. At other times 
he is absorbed in State affairs, and they 
make the trip in silence. Tommy thinks 
Mr. Roosevelt a very: human person and 
the greatest man in the world. He has 
never heard him once say an angry word.

H. W. Nevinson—Man of War! 


With the death of H. W. Nevinson, the 
distinguished war correspondent, at the 
age f 85, Ireland has lost a very good 
friend. 

He loved to describe himself as “a man 
of war,” and the description was well 
merited; for he repo almost ‘@very 
struggle in Europe since the clash of 
Turkey and Greece in 1897. He was in 
Ireland during the stormy period which 
preceded national independence. 

When I met him at a London literary 
club just after the Treaty of 1921-2 he 
was full of enthusiasm for Ireland. “I 
don't know what happens to me when I 
land at Kingstown,”’ he remarked. ‘“‘ But 
everything takes on a different appearance 
at once. I look at life in a new way. It 
makes me believe in the fairies !’’

MODERN BUILDING 


TECHNIQUE 
REPERCUSSIONS ON 
PROFESSIONS 


It is interesting to remember that 
architecture and engineering did not 
become separate occupations until 
cemmanibivdy recently, said Mr. T. A. 
Garland, speaking to the Architectural 
Association of Ireland last night on 
the subject of ‘‘ The Architect and 
his Engineer.”’ 

Many modern writers were of the 
opinion, said Mr. Garland, that 
architects should again become 
engineers or engineers’ — architects. 
They pointed out that the unity and 
character of a design must suffer if too 
many experts prescribe their own 
special treatment. But it must be 
admitted that we are now living in a 
period of intense and ever-changing 
development. These changes have been 
so rapid that even the most skilled 
engineers know very: little of the 
remarkable possibilities of the newer 
materials and methods of construction. 
The architect also finds himself in 
much the same position. No real and 
lasting progress will be made in the 
field of modern building unless the 
team contains men highly trained in 
the science of using materials in the 
most economical manner.

AT GARDEN OF 
REMEMBRANCE 


N Dublin yesterday thousands of 
| Irishmen and Irishwomen gathered, 
with the guiet simplicity which has 
marked each llth day of November of 
the past twenty-three years, round the 
Irish National War Memorial at [sland- 
bridge, Dublin. i 

On the wet grass below the Memorial 
which was raised in the beautifu 
Garden of Remembrance, hundreds 
stood flanking the approaches, while 
the rising bank behind silhouetted rank 
upon rank against the grey sky. 
Directly behind the Memorial stood Sir. 
John Maffey, G.C.M.G., K.C.V.O., 
British Representative, and a large 
number of the Diplomatic Corps. 

The ceremony began with the playing 
of Chopin’s Funeral March by the 
British Legion Band, under the baton 
of its veteran bandmaster, Mr. W. 
Rafter. After a _ brief silence, the: 
bugles sounded the ‘‘ Last Post,” and 
then the two minutes’ silence was 
observed. 

Following the “ Réveillé,’’ while ex- 
Service men, diplomatists and civilians 
still stood uncovered, the crowd sang, 
and then came the laying of wreaths at 
the foot of the Memorial. The march- 
past of the contingents was led by Mr.

MINISTER'S PRAISE 


Mr. Lemass, having distributed the 
prizes and certificates, congratulated 
the Association upon the continued 
success of their inventions and model 
competition. He thought that the 
Council of the Association, which in- 
augurated this competition, deserved 
not merely congratulations, but also the 
sincere thanks of everybody who was 
interested in our national development. 
Those, he said, who conceived the idea 
of competition must have had in mind 
the necessity of teaching our people 
the lesson that industrial development 
called for a high degree of inventive- 
ness and ingenuity from those partici- 
pating in it. No doubt, Government 
policies—tariffs, protection, or even the 
possession or control of exceptional re- 
sources of raw materials—were desir- 
able; and even necessary, but they 
would not produce results unless they 
were backed by individual initiative, 
individual courage, and a high degree 
of individual skill. The idea that Irish 
industry must, of necessity, be an arti- 
ficial growth, and be limited in its 
scope to the home market, was both 
wrong and dangerous. In other 
countries difficulties of raw materials 
and supply, and a _ limited home 
market, were overcome by individual 
initiative, and a high level of technical 
competence amongst the wor'vzers. 
‘* What others have done,” said Mr. 
Lemass, ' we also can do.” If the 
need for the competition existed in 
times of peace, it existed in double 
measure in times of war. Out of their 
many necessities there arose the need 
for many improvisations of materials 
and methods of production to enable 
them to overcome the difficulties 
created by the interruption of their 
overseas trade. When necessities of 
life were in short supply the important 
thing was to increase that supply and 
not to have due regard to the cost, and 
so it might be that methods adopted 
to deal with their present difficulties 
would not be of permanent utility in 
the promotion of their industrial de- 
velopment. 


AFTER THE WAR 


“I still believe that for this country 
the time of greatest danger and 
greatest difficulty may well be when 
the war is over, and when the great 
Empires have ceased fighting. Certainly 
we will face then many problems of 
industrial and social reconstruction, 
which will not be easily solved, but 
we will be able more easily to solve 
these problems if in the meantime we 
increase our knowledge of ways and 
means by which the utilisation of our 
resources and our labour for the pro- 
duction of wealth can be expanded.”’

COLLECTION 


WORK OF ST. JOHN 
AMBULANCE BRIGADE 


The St. John Ambulance Brigade 
was not invited to attend the conference 
at which the Department of Supplies 
discussed plans for speeding the waste 
japer campaign with representatives 
i the St. Vincent de Paul Society, 
the Legion of Mary, the Catholic Boy 
Scouts and merchants.
